The train was that which leaves St. Lazare 
at 7.50 p.m., and serves the Havre-Southamp- 
ton night boat, and a majority of the pas- 
sengers were on their way to England. 

There were in all two killed and about a 
dozen seriously injured, of the latter only 
four seriously. This afternoon it was stated 
that a woman’s shoes and stockings had been 
found on the line, and it was feared that an 
Englishwoman known to be on the train had 
been killed, but at the time of writing no 
further traces of remains have been found, 
and the searchers express confidence that the 
number of the killed wil! not be added to.

BLACKSMITH’S SHOCKING 
DEATH. 


Harrowing details were given at an inquest 
yesterday in Tullamore on the body of John 
Cooke, a blacksmith; of Kilbeggan, who was 
fatally burned in the explosion of the tank of 
an oil engine at which he was working. The 
jury returned a verdict of accidental death. 

The evidence showed that the engine was 
brought to John Cooke’s forge to have a new 
plate put on it. While Cooke was lying on 
his back under the engine repairing it, & 
candle which he was using set the dirty oil 
on the outside of the engine on fire. The 

ran up to the tank, into which petrol 
as well as paraffin oil had been put pre- 
viously by mistake. The tank exploded and 
four persons in the forge, including the de- 
man, were badly burned. 

Anthony Carroll, a motor driver, said that 
after the explosion he saw John Cooke running 
down the street, a mass of flames from his 
boots to the top of his head. He put a coat
